Currently West Adelaide lies a point 
above Canberra City on the PSL table, 
allowing for Canberra’s deferred game. 
West Adelaide boasts three wins, a draw 
and four losses for the season. It has scored 
10 goals and conceded 18. What is more, 
last Friday week, West Adelaide was sur- 
prisingly eliminated from the first round of 
the Philips Cup. 

Most observers acknowledge that thus 
far this season West Adelaide has not had 
as good a year as in previous seasons. 

The story was much different in the 
foundation year of the PSL. West Adelaide 
topped the table with 36 points from 16 
wins, four draws and six losses. Goals for 
totalled 42 and those against were 27. No 
one can diminish the glory that was West 
Adelaide's in that year. 

In 1978 West Adelaide managed seventh 
position on the table with 26 points, 
gained from 8 wins, 10 draws and 8 losses. 
It scored 38 goals and had 32 recorded 
against it. Last year, the story was the same 
with West Adelaide just finishing in the 
top half, in seventh position. This time it 
had 25 points, including a bonus point, 
that lifted it above APIA Leichhardt which 
did not score any bonus points but still 
managed 25 points. West Adelaide won 10 
games, drew 4 and lost 12, scoring 28 
goals, but had 31 scored against it. 

Just to send the statistically minded 
home contented no matter what the re- 
sult, in the three years of the PSL West 
Adelaide ranks fifth with 34 wins, 18 
draws and 26 losses in 78 matches. Total 
goals were 108 with 90 against. Total com- 
petition points were 86 with one bonus 
point. By contrast, Canberra City lies 12th 
on the table with 16 wins, 25 draws and 
37 losses, 75 goals for and 121 against for 
57 competition points. 

And one other statistic. To date, Can- 


berra City has never won a match against 
West Adelaide. The record is three draws 
and three losses. A few weeks ago a similar 
no-win record was noted against Adelaide 
City, but that has now been changed with 
our one nil win in Round 3, Who can pre- 
dict what will happen today. 

What can be said with some conviction 
is that Gerry Chaldi has accepted the chal- 
lenge that was offered to him when he 
assumed the guiding role with West Adel- 
aide with a firmness that has seen several 
regulars from past years depart and an 
injection of young blood course into the 
veins of the West Adelaide squad. 

Today will be the first opportunity for 
Canberra City supporters to see some of 
the recent acquisitions in the West Adel- 
aide line up. Perhaps none has aroused 
more interest than Manuel Lopez, alias 
Manecas, who is described as a ‘bearded ball 
wizard’ from the former Portuguese colony 
of Angola. He has been with West Adelaide 
but a few weeks, yet already critics and 
supporters alike speak in glowing terms of 
the former captain of the Portuguese first 
division club, Biera Mar. Another to watch 
out for is former State League club, 
Campbelltown City defender, Zoran Mari- 
cic who seems to have made a smooth tran- 
sition to the higher league. 

A name which attracts immediate atten- 
tion as does its bearer on the field is John 
Kosmina. Kosmina’s performances in re- 
cent times have been described as dis- 
appointing, but he is such a talent that at 
all times he must be closely watched, such 
is his potential. Martyn Crook is a goal- 
keeper par excellence and with names like 
Graham Honeyman, Graham Norris, David 
Pillans, Peter Boyle, Peter Tymsczyszyn 
and others in the squad we can be assured 
that today’s match will be full of the stuff 
that makes for good soccer. 
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Vic Fernandez Comments 


The game against South Melbourne was 
one, the likes of which | have not seen for 
a long time. The determination and will-to- 
win of our players was superb. But South 
Melbourne has let in only four goals in eight 
games and that is testimony to the strength 
of its defence. After the match, everyone 
was full of praise for our attack. In the 
second half we had nine corners to South 
Melbourne's two. We were pressing home 
our attack for the whole 45 minutes, but 
it was to no avail. The defence held and we 
just couldn't get the goals in that day. 

Steve Hoszowski set the pace for the 
boys. When the ball went out of play, he 
didn't wait for the ball boys to return it; 
he scurried off after it at 30 miles an hour. 
Then he fired it back into play. Duncan 
Cole had an excellent second half. He 
showed what he really can do. | hope that 
he can give you a repeat performance today. 
Robert O'Shea and Mike Milovanovic 
excelled in defence and our midfield 
played really well. Strangely, although our 
forward line tried so hard, the players were 
not in form as far as getting goals goes. 
They had terrific service from the mid- 
field, but could not convert the oppor- 
tunities to goals. 

Terry Byrne had a good game and | was 
disappointed that he should be penalised 
for handball. Really, you wouldn't believe 
it, but he had his back to the ball and was 
just inside the far edge of the 18 yard area, 
as far away from the centre as he could be. 
The ball hit his left arm. It should never 
have been a penalty in a million years. | 
was very unhappy with the referee's work. 
| do not usually say much about referees 
but this fellow’s performance was ugly. 


The victory over Croatia Deakin was a 
clearcut one. In the first 45 minutes we 
finished with the game. It is very hard for 
a team which goes in leading 6-1 to come 
out and get more of the same, especially 
with a hard match coming up in two days. 
All credit to Croatia. They were outclassed, 


but they keep on coming back. | know that 
the organisation of such a competition is 
hard, but | think some thought might be 
given to some way by which clubs in a 
similar position do not come up against 
PSL clubs in that opening round clash, But, 
when | say that, | must remember that our 
opponent today was knocked out by a 
local side, just as Brisbane City went down 
to a local team. Cup football is always un- 
predictable and probably therein lies its 
attraction. But again, congratulations to 
the boys from Croatia Deakin for the game 
they played. 

| know that people have been criticising 
me for playing defensive football against 
Heidelberg. Really my tactics were not 
defensive. The only difference from earlier 
home matches was that | told the boys that 
in the first half they would find it very hard 
to go and create gaps in the middle. To me, 
against a team with Gary Cole and Jamie 
Paton, that was not the right thing to do. 
Once they got the ball you had to have your 
midfielders there trying to stop them and 
in an attacking phase you can suddenly 
find yourselves outnumbered. The only 
difference from the Marconi game was that 
instead of fighting to win the ball on their 
side in the first half we waited for them at 
the middle line and did not drop back any 
deeper than that. By doing this, we protect- 
ed our side and they should not have had 
any chance to break through. 

In general, things did not turn out well 
for us. | do not thing that we marked close- 
ly enough. We gave them too much room — 
and that was one of the factors we discus- 
sed before the game. Our other play was 
the same as we used against St. George. 
Once we won the ball we were to use the 
forwards straightout, overlapping the mid- 
field. But we did not win many balls and 
Heidelberg did play very well. But, | re- 
peat: That was because we gave them the 
room to play on our side.

Sir Stanley Matthews 


With his renowned swerve and magical long- 
evity, Stanley Matthews remains one of the 
greatest British wingers and one of the finest and 
most respected forwards that soccer has ever pro- 
duced. He later became Sir Stanley Matthews, for 
just before a spectacular finale in January 1965, a 
month before his 50th birthday, he was very 
properly knighted — the first footballer to be so 
honoured. On that day at the Victoria Ground, 
when great players flocked from all over the 
world to pay tribute to his sparkling genius, over 
£25,000 was raised for his benefit. It was fitting 
that his last major appearance — though he 
was to make yet another comeback with Hibern- 
ians of Malta at the age of 55 — should be on the 
Stoke City ground, where once he worked as an 
office boy, and from where his name had spread 
across the sports pages of the world. 

Matthews will always be associated with a 
formidable natural body swerve and with the 
remarkable acceleration which made him almost 
impossible to catch once a full-back had been 
beaten. The swerve lured the back, with willowly 
guile, to put all his weight on his inside foot. 
Then, with a deft change of balance and a flick 
of the right foot, Matthews was away. His devas- 
tating control and shuffling footwork made him 
the idol of several generations of British school- 
boys. Yet it was not just his brilliance as a 
dribbler: after rounding his man Matthews could 
send across a pin-point hanging centre to the 
head of his centre-forward. 

't is hard to know which of his many feats to 
catalogue. There are the three goals he scoved 
with his left foot from inside-right against Czech- 
oslovakia at White Hart Land in 1937, when he 
won for England (5-4) a game which seemed lost. 
That day he moved inside after an injury to the 
England right-half, Jack Crayston, and proved 
that he could score goals as well as scheme them. 
There is the brilliant display he gave a year later, 
at Manchester, when England thrashed Ireland 
7-0 and he helped Willy Hall, at inside-right, to 
score five goals. Perhaps the most legendary is 
the ‘Matthews Final’ against Bolton Wanderers at 
Wembley in 1953. Playing for Blackpool he won 
a cup winners medal at his third attempt, turning 
the Bolton defence inside-out in the concluding 
minutes, and transforming a 3-1 deficit into a 
4-3 win. But there is also the May afternoon in 
1956, when fecalled to the English side — this 
time at the ripe old age of 41 — he proceeded to 
mesmerize Brazil's Nilton Santos and inspire 
England to a 4-2 win. These are but a few of the 
highlights. 

Born in the heart of the Potteries, at Hanley, 
Matthews was an early developer, though it 


would take him a while to settle down in the 
England team. He once scored 10 goals from 
centre-half in a schoolboy game, and he was in 
Stoke City’s Second Division side at the age of 
17. That was in March 1932, but he had first 
played for the reserves in a central League match 
in September 1930. When he turned out for 
Stoke (whom he had rejoined from Blackpool!) in 
his last league match in 1965, it was his 701st 
league appearance — at the time a total bettered 
only by Jimmy Dickinson of Portsmouth. 

Matthews’ father was the moustachioed Jack 
Matthews, a lively boxer known as the ‘Fighting 
Barber of Hanley’. A glutton for physical fitness, 
Jack Matthews had his children deep breathing at 
the open window, rain or shine, every morning, 
and Stanley inherited the same obsession. Early 
nights, long walks across the Blackpool sands, 
abstention from smoking and drinking — all 
apparently paid their reward in the long years 
during which he graced the game. 

He was capped by England for the first time 
in September 1934 against Wales, at the age of 
19, and retained his place for the so-called ‘Battle 
of Highbury’ against Italy two months later. 
These two early appearances were not a success. 
They even induced Geoffrey Simpson of the 
‘Daily Mail’ to accuse him, after the Italy game, 
of ‘displaying the same faults of slowness and 
hesitation’ he had allegedly shown against Wales. 
‘Perhaps’ concluded Mr Simpson, with a re- 
markable lack of prophetic appositeness, ‘he has 
not got the big match temperament’. 

Despite his 54 caps, and those he won in vic- 
tory internationals and unofficial wartime 
games, Matthews had a chequered international 
career. Had he played in every official England 
game between his first and last appearance, he 
would have gained 119 caps. There was a gap of 
nearly three years, for instance, between his first 
and his second appearance in the International 
Championship. Time and again he was indicted 
for being too individualistic, and not till he 
struck up a marvellous partnership with Raich 
Carter, his colleague in the RAF side during the 
war, did he fully confirm his place. The war over, 
@ new young rival appeared in the dazzling Tom 
Finney, and Matthews for a time was out again. 
A wonderfully workable compromise was found, 
however, when Finney switched to the left, 
allowing Matthews back on the right. The first 
time England employed it they humbled Portugal 
10-0 in Lisbon in May 1947. A year later Matt- 
hews and Finney were equally devastating when 
England beat a powerful Italy 4-0 at Turin. 

Yet when it came to the 1950 World Cup, 
Matthews was included only as a grudging last- 
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minute choice, and played only in the match 
against Spain — recalled after the defeat by the 
United States. Four years but only five caps later 
he again played in the World Cup (at the age of 
39) and was superb, operating in the quarter-final 
against Uruguay virtually in an_ inside-left 
Position. He could with advantage have been 
picked for the 1958 series in Sweden, but his last 
England appearance was in a World Cup quali- 
fying win over Denmark in May 1957. 

Blackpool bought him from Stoke for an 
absurd £11,500 in May 1947, shortly after 
he had represented Britain so well against 
the Rest of Europe. He had reached a point of 
no return with Bob McGrory, Stoke's manager 
and once a club colleague. In 1961, he went back 
to Stoke for a nominal £2,500 fee, and senti- 
mentality immediately doubled their gates. 
For that fact alone, he could be attributed with 
gaining them promotion to Division 1, in a for- 
ward line which included three other inter- 
nationals — Jimmy Mcliroy, Jackie Mudie and 
Denis Viollet, in the 1962-63 season. Yet he still, 
by his own admission, had butterflies before 
every game, After leaving Stoke, Matthews went 
unsuccessfully to nearby Port Vale as general 
manager before going to Hibernians of Malta as 
coach, where he played the odd game for them. 

His son, Stanley Matthews junior, has carried 
on the family’s tradition in sport by becoming a 
more than competent tennis player.
